Cody  Hubbard  from  the  EPA  has  said  IHS  has  been  notified  and  will  be  providing 
emergency  water  resources  to  the  town  of  Shiprock.  I just  want  to  verify  this  and  make  sure  the  Navajo 
Nation  is  getting  all  the  resources  they  need  for  this  event.
